—the businessmen and women of the very near future, the 
lawmakers and housekeepers of that not distant date— 
have greater interest in any bank account—large as it may 
be. 

“The faet that pennies that would otherwise go for 
foolish expenditures are proudly offered for deposit by 


these 536 school pupils is what really counts. Out of the 
habit of school saving may come the desire to assist in 
creating one’s own independence, rather than depending 
on the state or one’s neighbors for his support. Most of 
the school-banked funds will be withdrawn at the end of 
a few months, but very likely there will be one. two, a 
dozen, accounts started in school that will continue through 
the active lifetime of the individual. 

“Should this be the case—and we believe it will be— 
the school will. have aided in making good citizens, if the 
individual’s worth to himself and his community is to be 
rated by such an old fashioned thing as saving, instead of 
spending.”’ 

The saving habit is one of the best a child or youth ean form. 
In many instances it is the habit that means independence from 
want when they grow to maturity. There are such things as 
being ‘‘too tight’’ and also being a spendithrift. The first does 
not enjoy life because he ‘“‘begrudges every cent he spends.”’ 
The second does not accumulate anything for the proverbial 
rainy day because he spends more than he earns—ne matter 
how large or how small his salary may be. Instead of this just 
the reverse should be true—one should save part of his earn- 
ings. no matter bow small. It’s a wise boy or girl who begins 
syster.atic saving Even though the amount laid up each week 
or month may be small, in the course of a year it becomes a siz- 
able amornt. 

Too many vouths and young married couples have the idea 
that the time to enjoy oneself is when young—and that old age 
will take care of itself. Youth should not be all work and ne 
play—but te time to begin saving in order to insure a happy 
and vorferteble old age is when one is young. These savings 
may be placed in various ways so they will draw _ interest 
through ail the years—saving account in a bank, a building and 
loan account, postal savings, ete 

Py this we do not mean that youth sheuld not enjoy them- 
selves—but a little self-denial in some respects will pay big 
dividends when old age arrives and when one gets to the age 
when his earning capacity. either ceases or is diminished. All 
about us we see hundreds who did not acquire the saving habit 
when young—they are now penniless and in many instances 
dependent upon relatives or upon the government.
